European Baboon. 

As the chamois is the only antelope 
found in Kurope. the baboon is the only 
qtiadrumma on that continent, It is 
fonnd on the rocks of Gibraltar. The 
commandants of the forts have orders to 
protect these apes, and record all curious 
facta regarding them. It appears from 
this register that at present the tribe oi 
baboons consists of txventy-five individ- 
uals, which always occupy that side of 
the rock which is sheltered from the 
wind. It is supposed that the wind, 
from whatever direction is hurtful to 
them. They avoid it with the greatest 
•care; and they can detect a change 
twenty-four hours in advance, so that, 
when the officers see the apes shifting 
irom one side of the rock to the other, 
they look out for a change of weather. 
■The apes eat grass with avidity : nxits. 
Ibulbs. (especially those of oxalis) wild 
•dives aud the fruit of a small date which 
(grows naturally on the rock. They will 
not touch any fruits the soldiers put in 
their way. except grtqies. of which they 
are very fond. They sometimes descend 
[to the gardens of the" town in search of 
(figs. The apes drink at a spring in the 
.cavern, near the level of the Mediterra- 
nean, at the steepest t»art of the rock.

Tax-payers should bear in mind that 
at the approaching August election Ihey 
are to vote on the proposition to increase 
I be free school tax in the State two cents.

If the '2 oents increase is voted our 
free schools will proceed as heretofore, 
there being separate schools for tbe whiles 
and blacks. 

If tbe two cents inerease is defeated, 
the ts»ult will be a suspension of all our 
rree ecboole; or ir taught whites and 
blacks must be admitted alike. These 
mixed schools would exist until ths next 
Legislature meets to divide tbe present 
money equally and provide fur separata 
schools.

Tbe cavalcaJe mov- 
ed through ihecity to the Jefferson bar» 
racks and there boarded a steamboat, 
which conveyed the parly to the Monte- 
aano Springs. At th* springs that even- 
ing a banquet waa given. The guests 
had the exclusive use of the hotel, and 
the troopers went into oamp on a knoll 
nearby. On|ibe morning of the Kith, tbe 
party returned by steamer to St. Louis. 

St. Lons, June 25. — The action of Gov.

Interesting lo 14 
Honor. 

Mr. R. C. Cochran, 'Supreme Dictator 
of the Knights of Honor, haa issued a 
circular to tbe grand and subordinate 
Lodges giving some insight into new 
laws of tbe Order, aa oreat*d and explain- 
ed by the recent Supreme Lodge, and as 
a matter of interest to the Knights of 
Honor we clip from the circular the fol 
lowing paragraphs: 

"Re- iu statement of members *uspsnded 

for non-payment of assessments can only 

be by application, medical examination 

by a pbvsician — who should be a member 

of the Order if possible— and majority 

vote of lodge. After July 1, 1802, every

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{ the different soils of North- Atlantic 
all but two are migratory — that is 
• say, the whole body of them move 
from north to st julh each autumn, and 
back from smith to north each spring.

Keeping 
Just ahead of the • -making" of ice, or 
final freezing up of the fiord* and bays, 
at the approach of winter they leave 
Greenlaud and begin their passage south- 
fgtard along the coast of Labrador, freely 
ing all the gulfs and bays. They 
r first in small detachments of 
dozen to a score or more of indi- 
i; these are soon followed by larger 
companies, until in a few days they form 
one continuous procession, filling the sea 
as far as the eye can reach. Floating 
with the Arctic current, their progress is 
extremely rapid, and in but one short 
week the whole multitude has passed. 
Arriving at the Straits of Belleisle. some 
en*r the gulf, but the great body move 
onward along tho eastern coast of New- 
foundland, and thence outward to the 
Grand Banks, where they arrive about 
Christmas. Here they rest for a month, 
and then they turn northward, slowly 
etrngglinw against the strong current 
"that aided" them so much in their south- 
ward journey, until they reach the great 
ice-fields stretching from the Labrador 
shore far eastward — a broad continent of 
ice.

In this uniform they bear the 
name of "ragged-jackets"; and it is not 
until two or three years later that the 
full colors of the adult are gained, with 
the black cresecntic or harp-like mark* 
on the back which give them the name 
of "harps." 

The squealing and barking at one of 
these immense nurseries can be heard 
for a very long distance. When the 
babies are very young, the mothers leave 
them on the ice and go off in search of 
food, coming back frequently to look 
after the little ones; and although there 
are thousands of the small, white, squeal- 
ing creatures, which to you and me 
would seem to be precisely alike, and 
all «e moving abont more or less, the 
makes a mistake nor feeds 
any bleating baby until she has found 
her own. If ice happens to pack around 
' Ic-m. >o that they cannot o|>en holes, 
nor get into the water, the whole armv 
will laboriously travel by floundering 
leapa. to the edge of the field; and they 
show an astonishing sagacity in discern- 
ing the proper direction. It is supposed 
that they can smell the water at along 
distance. 

Sometime- great .storms come, break- 
ing the ice-floes in pieces and jamming 
the fragments against one another, or 
upon rocky headlands, with tremendous 
force. Besides the full-grown seals that 
perish in such gales, thousands of the 
weak babies are crushed to death or 
drowned, notwithstanding the dauntless 
courage of their mothers in trying to 
get their young out of danger and upon 
the firm ice. And it is touching to watch 
a mother-seal struggling to get her baby 
fo a safe place, "either In trying to swim 
with it between her fore flippers, or by 
driving it before her and tossing it for- 
ward with her nose." The destruction 
caused by .-uch gales is far less when 
they happen after the youngsters have 
learned to swim. 

Does it surprise you that seals, which 

tiro oon.^t.'intly in the wafer, hace to 
{earn to sjwim? Well, it might stagger 
the seals to Im> fold that men have to he 
taught to walk. The fact is. a baby seal 
is afraid of the water: and if some* acci- 
dent, or his mother's shoulder pushes 
him into the surf when he is ten or a 
dozen days old, he screams with fright 
and scrambles out as fast a** he can. Tho 
next day he tries it again, but finds him- 
self very awkward and soon tired; the 
third day he docs better, and before long 
he can dive and leap, turn somersaults 
(if he is. a bearded seal.) and vanish 
under the ice. literally "like a blue 
streak." the instant danger threatens. 
But he had to learn how to liegin with 
like anv other mammal. —Ernest Inger- 
soll, in St. Nirholas.
